“A paragraph has lately been going the rounds of the newspapers 
about early printed books, wherein it is stated that the first which bears 
a date is of the year 1455, thus making it just four centuries since the 
invention of printing. Neither of these assertions are correct, as it is 
certain that books were printed from five to seven years earlier, and 
that the earliest printed date to a book is that uf 1457. These speci- 
mens are of exceeding rarity. We do not propose entering into a history 
of printing, but as we constantly see accounts of old bibles and other 
pooks printed a hundred years later than the period above named, we 
shall state a few facts on this interesting subject. 

There is even now much doubt as to the precise year when mov- 
able metal types were invented and first used; it is sufficient, however, 
to s.y that it was between the years 1440 and 1450, Some single print- 
ed sheets, containing the Pope’s indulgences, bearing date of 1454 and 
1455 are known, and an almanac of 1457. But the first printed book 
known is the celebr:ted Mazarin Bible in two folio volumes. It was so 
called from the discovery of a copy in the library of Cardinal Mazarin at 
Paris, about the mi dle of the last century, since which time seventeen 
other copies have been found in various parts of Europe; of these, nine 
were in public, and nine in private libraries. It has no date, but at the

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What these poor cutcasts are to the body social, tracts and pamph- 
lets are to our libraries. They exist, and can not be dispensed with, 
even if we were so disposed. Rich in material, and capable of being 
turned to the very best account (we should like to know how much of 
Macaulay’s forthcoming volumes he has gathered from such sources), 
they are frequently, for want of some mode of keeping and arranging 
them, almost useless. Ragged, untidy, in the way when not wanted, 
never to be found when required for purposes of reference, they are 
literary pests, for which it is to be hoped some system of wholesome 
reformation may be devised. 

Among our readers must be many who know at once the value 
and the worry of this numerous and unfortunate class. Will any who 
have succeeded in bringing them into order give us the benefit of 
their experience? In the admirable library collected by George IIL., 
and now deposited in the British Museum, they were, I believe, kept in 
boxes,—an obvious and very satisfactory arrangement, where there is 
library room enough. They have now, I hear, been separately bound, 
—a still better arrangement to those to whom the question of expense 
is no object. But it is obvious that the former system requires an 
amount of space, and the latter an amount of outlay, beyond the reach 
of many lovers of literature. To bind, and not bind separately, is most 
inconvenient. The writer recently bound up as a volume what he be- 
lieved to be a complete collection upon the particular subject to which 
they referred. But it had scarcely been sent home from the binders, 
when a tract, not known to be in existence upon the subject, was found. 
The volume is consequently incomplete, and there is a ragged companion 
to it waiting to be put into a corresponding binding. 

Before writing to “ N. & Q.,” I have made some inquiries upon the 
point, of parties likely, as I thought, to give useful hints. Almost all 
have said, bind separately ; but, as I have before remarked, this involves 
a very considerable expense, unless some such scheme as the following 
could be adopted, and, if practicable, its adoption by any working book- 
binder, would, I think, very well repay him. 

Books are now, almost as a rule, issued to the public in cloth boards. 
Those boards are all prepared before the book is stitched. The books 
when stitched are glued into the covers. The cost of such covers de- 
pends of course upon their size, material, and lettering. It is stated that 
plain cloth covers for 8vo. pamphlets, without any lettering, might be 
sold at about three shillings (75 cts.) a dozen; if so, something like a 
remedy for the evil complained of is at hand, for it is obvious that the 
fixing a pamphlet into a cover, either by glueing or stitching, is a work 
which may be done at home. The plain man may place a neatly writ- 
ten label on the back of the cover; while he who can afford it, may 
send his pamphlets to be properly labelled by his bookbinder. 

This is certainly the most practical suggestion which has reached 
me privately. If you kindly give insertion to this Query—What are we 
to do with our pamphlets?—it may be the means perhaps of calling 
forth better suggestions, and of confirming or contradicting the statement 
which has been made as to the prices at which such covers as I have 


described might be sold to collectors.

Riterary Intelligence. 


Hamitton Cottecs.—Mr. H. D. Kellogg, of Bridgewater, has re- 
cently donated to the Faculty of Hamilton College, $500, to be invested 
as a prize fund for the classical department of that Institution. This is 
the only general department of literature in which there have been no 
prizes awarded heretofore. Prof. Curtiss, the newly elected Chaplain, 
has already entered upon his duties. Negotiations are on foot to secure 
the services of the Rev. Albert Barnes, of Philadelphia, as successor to 
Prof. North. It is said that he will accept if elected. The Law School 
is in a very flourishing condition. The present class numbers 25, and 
the freshmen class of the College, 60. 

Paper AnD Parer Doties.—In 1721, it is supposed that there were 
but about 300,000 reams of paper annually produced in Great Britain, 
which were equal merely to two thirds of the consumption. In 1780 








the value of the paper manufactured in England alone amounted to 
£300,000, the duty on which was £46,867 19s. 9}d. At that time the 
duty was divided into seven distinct classes or rates of collection, 
Twenty years after, when the mode of assessment was reduced to threg 
classes, the duty had risen to £315,802 4s, 8d.; in 1830, fifteen Years 
after, to £619,824 7s, 11d.; in 1835, to £838,822 12s. 4d., or, in 
weight, to 70,655,287 Ibs., which was again in fifteen years nearly doy. 
bled. The quantity of paper charged with excise duty in the Uniteq 
Kingdom in 1850 was no less than 141,032,474 Ibs., and last year (1854) 
the enormous weight of 179,896,222 lbs.—Herring on Pauper and Paper 
Making. 

A grand statistical congress has just been held in Paris. It was at. 
tended by statisticians, sarans, journalists, and others of different coun- 
tries, and sat for several days. Its proceedings have been but scantily 
reported in the French newspapers, and still more scantily in the Eng- 
lish; but they were not without interest. Amongst other things, the 
Congress determined to cause the statistical returns of different countries 
to be drawn up, as far as possible, in the same form—a measure which 
will possess marked utility; and it had an interesting discussion on the 
possibility of establishing a uniform systera of weights and measures jn 
Europe, though without coming to any decisively practical conclusion, 
Reports and papers were read to it on a great many different subjects, 
and its deliberations in committees were not unimportant. Amongst 
the English gentlemen who attended the congress were Mr. Fonblangque, 
Dr. Farr, and M. Leone Levi. 

The obituary of the week contains the name of J. F. W. Johnston, 
Esq., Professor of Chemistry in the University of Durham, and Fellow 
of the Royal Societies of London and Edinburgh, aged fifty-rine. Mr, 
Johnston was the author of several works on chemistry, chiefly in its 
relation to geology and agriculture. His ‘Elements of Agriculturl 
Chemistry’ has passed through several editions. His latest publication 
was a treatise ‘On the Chemistry of Common Life,’ giving a popular 
account of the comp. sition of foods, drinks, &e. In 1851 Mr. Johnston 
published, in two volumes, a valuable work, entitled ‘ Notes on North 
America,’ which country he had recently visited for the purpose of ob- 
taining information on its mineral and agricultural resources.

Honor To AN AMERICAN Orrioer.—We learn that the Russian Min- 
ister yesterday waited on Lieutenant Maury, at the National Observa- 
tory, to deliver by command of his government, an autograph letter from 
the Grand Duke Constantine, who, it will be remembered, is the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Russian Navy. This letter is written in French; 
but, under the belief that many of our readers will derive as much 
pleasure from its perusal as we have done, we give publicity to a trans 
lation of it: 

Sr. Pererssure, Dec. 10, (22,) 1854. 


To Lieutenant Maury: Sir,—It is now a long time since the eminent 
scientific works, for which navigators of every nation are indebted to 
your zeal and your talents, attracted my attention. Recently, again, 
the imperial delegates to the Brussels conference have rendered me & 
complete report, in which I have taken the most liveiy interest. I 
should rejoice, sir, to present you with a testimonial of my esteem; but, 
knowing the laws of your country, which do not permit you to accept 
any thing from foreign princes, I must confine myself to the expression 
of my sentiments. They are as exalted as your own merits; and, in my 
official capacity I may say to you, that you do honor to the profession 
to which you belong, as well as to the great nation which you have the 
honor to serve. 

Receive, sir, the assurances of my good will and esteem.

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Peso Lipk aries IN Francz.—The following statement, which we 
copy from the Courier des Etats Unis, shows to what extent public in- 
struction is encouraged in France by the provision made for public libra- 
ries throughout the country :— 

A royal ordinance of Feb. 22, 1839, called on all the public libraries 
to articipate in the distribution of books made by the minister of 

ublic instruction, and directed all these establishments to send their 
catalogues to the department of Public Instruction, in order to consti- 
tute it “the great book of the libraries of France.” This order was 
but imperfectly executed. The government was obliged to continue the 
rant of books without having any complete information respecting 
the libraries. In the month of July, 1853, the minister of public in- 
struction called upon all the prefects for detailed reports of the libraries 
under their jurisdiction. The required information has been eargerly 
given. The following is the general result of these statements, as given 
in the General Journal of public instruction :— 

The Department possess 338 public libraries, offering weekly an 
average of 1,060 sittings for readings, and frequented, on an average, 
by 3,649 readers. In these are found 3,733,439 volumes, of which 44,070 
are manuscripts, and 3,689,369 printed volumes. The contributions 
to the support of them made by the cities amount to 407,781 franes, 
50 centimes of which 223,554 are salaries to persons employed, and 
184,227 francs for the property. These contributions are neither fixed 
nor obligatory, and may be augmented or diminished at will by the 
municipal councils, Thirty-eight of these libraries are exclusively cir- 
culating libraries. It is not possible to estimate exactly the readers 
who have recourse to these establishments. Forty-one are kept open 
in the evening, and it has not been found possible to indivate the exact 
number of readers, because, generally, these sessions are held only for 
parts of the year, and at different seasons. But the mean of the read- 
ers is included in the general mean of the whole. 

The prizes of poetry, history, and literature of the French Institute 
have been awarded as follows:—9,000 francs to M. Augustin Thierry, 
author of the “ Considérations sur Histoire de France,” the “ Récits 
des Temps Mérovingiens,” and the “ Introduction a Histoire du Tiers- 
Etat.” M. Henri Martin, author of ‘“ The History of France under Louis 
XIV.,” received the second prize of 1,000 francs, forming with the pre- 
ceding one the annual sum left to the Academy by Baron Gobert. 
Three prizes of 2,500 francs each to the class of books on morality, 
three, however, relating but distantly to that subject, the “Empire 

liinois,” by the Abbé Huc; the “ Histoires Poctiques,” by A. Briseux ; 
and the “ Etudes sur l’iljistoire du Gouvernm nt représentatif en France 
de 1789 4 1848,” by Count Louis de Carné. Medals of the value of 
9,000 franes each were severally awarded to “La Charetie Chrétienne 
dans les Premiers Siécles :'e ’Eglise,” by Count Frantz de Champagny ; 
to “Fables Nouvelles,” by Leon Ilalevy ; and to “ Récits de lHistoire 
de France,” by M. Courgeon. The prize of eloquence was divided 
between two competitors, M. Eugene Poitou, and M. Lefevre-Portalis, 
for their Critical Essays on the “‘ Memoirs of the Duc de Saint Simon.” 
Only one of M. de Monthyon’s two three-thousand frane prizes was 
awarded this year, the successful candidate being M. Taine, author of an 
“Etude Oritique et Oratoire sur Tite-Live.” The subject of the prize 
not awarded was—“ The History of French Narrative Poetry in the 
Middle Ages ;” a medal of the value of 1,500 francs has, however, been 
given to M. Chabaillie, the author of the best essay sent in on the 
subject. 

A Tyre Founpry 1x Curcaco.—We notice by a Western paper that 
they are at length to have a Type Foundry in Chicago—a want which 
has long been felt by Western publishers. Mr. C. G. Sheffield, from the 
well-known establishment of White & Co., of New York, is now on 
the ground making the necessary arrangements for commencing opera- 
tions immediately. Experienced workmen and the machinery requi- 
site for setting up a complete and permanent establishment are now on 
the way. 


Paper MANUFACTURED From Woop.—On Saturday, a public demon- 
stration of the very interesting process of Messrs. Watt & Burgess, the 
pateetees for the manufacture of pulp from wood fibre, took place at 
the temporary works, Victoria Wharf, Augustus Street, Regent’s Park 
Basin. Among those present were Lord Stanley, Sir Henry Webb, two 
of Lord Palmerston’s Secretaries, and several leading paper-makers and 





publishers. Messrs. Watt & Burgess have been engaged for more than 
a year and a half in experiments for the conversion of wood fibre into 
pulp, the difficulty to overcome being, to insure a constant supply of 
pure white pulp. At length, by a clear, intelligible process, wood fibre, 
after being boiled and washed, is, in a few minutes, converted into 
white pulp, capable of being instantly transformed into excellent paper. 
The wood is first boiled in caustic soda ley, and washed free from al- 
kali; it is then subjected to the action of chlorine, or an oxygenated 
compound of chlorine, and again washed to remove the hydrochloric 
acid. The wood is again treated with caustic soda ley, when it becomes 
immediately reduced to pulp. The pulp is now well washed and 
bleached, and is then ready to be manufactured into paper. Paper 
that would cost £24 per ton if made from the material avd by the pro- 
cess described, would cost £40 manufactured from rags, while the latter 
supply is variable and interrupted, and wholly inadequate to the demand. 
Any kind of wood can be reduced, though certain kinds are better 
adapted. The patentees exhibited samples of the paper, some of which 
had been printed upon in lithograph and letter-press. 


Bark Parer.—The high price of rags has of late called the atten- 
tion of several persons, both in Europe and America, to the discovery 
of a substitute from which paper may be made, and we are glad to learn 
that one of our own citizens has succeeded in finding such a substitute 
for wrapping paper. About one year since Mr. Charles H. Hall, of this 
city, was passing by one of our wood-yards upon Union Wharf when 
he casually took up a piece of hemlock bark, and put it in his mouth. 
The pungent taste of the tannin contained in the bark being agreeable to 
him, he continued to chew the same, when he found that it formed a 
mucilaginous paste similar to the pulp in the first process of manufac- 
turing paper. The thought then struck him that this bark might answer 
as a substitute for rags, and he at once commenced experiments with 
various barks. 

After much application he has perfected a process, and a company, 
embracing some of our heaviest capitalists in Portland, has been formed 
for the manufacture of paper from all descriptions of bark, under a pa- 
tent which Mr, Hall has obtained. The company have purchased a 
paper mill at Waterville, and fitted it up with machinery adapted to the 
new process. Their paper is already extensively used in our market, 
and we learn that they have just made a contract with a carpet dealer 
in Massachusetts for one hundred tons of their paper. As yet they have 
only made wrapping-paper, but from experiments making, we think they 
will be able soon to furnish even printing-paper from bark.—Port. Ad.

History.—At a recent meeting of the 
Boston Society of Natural History, the following extract from the will 
of the late James Brown, Esq., of the firm of Ltttle, Brown & Co., was 
communicated :— 

“T give and bequeath to the Boston Society of Natural History, 
Gould’s Ornithology in.46 volumes folio, Cuvier’s Histoire Naturelle in 
8 vols. folio, Hardwicke’s Indian Zoology in 2 vols. folio, Poiteau’s Por- 
nologie Francaise, 4 vols. folio, Lambert’s Genus Pinus in one vol. folio 
and one vol. octavo, Gray’s Genera of Birds, 3 vols. royal octavo.” 

The Librarian, C. K. Dillaway, Esq., announced the above munificent 
bequest with the following remarks: 

“The Society may well congratulate themselves on this timely do- 
nation. For many years we have been in want of these very works, 
but from their great cost, probably not less than $2,000, have been un- 
able to obtain them. They constitute the most valuable donation ever 
made to the library, and give a completeness to the ornithological de- 
partment unsurpassed in any collection in this country, excepting per- 
haps that of the Academy of Natural Sciences in Philadelphia. 

“This is not the first time we have been indebted to the liberality of 
Mr. Brown. On many occasions his purse and his influence have been 
freely offered in aid of our efforts for the promotion of Natural Science. 

“In the list of our patrons, mentioning eighty of the most liberal and 
public-spirited citizens of Boston, his name stands now among the first. 
Indeed, with the exception of the bequest of Ambrose 8. Curtis, from 
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whose estate we realized $10,000, and the contribution of the late Amos 
Lawrence, who presented $5,000 towards the purchase of the building 
we occupy, no donation has been received equal in amount to that of 
Mr. Brown. 

“Tt is not for me to write his eulogy—it has already been written by 
other and abler hands—but as my acquaintance with him has been a 
long one, commencing at a time when his whole property could not have 
purchased one of the volumes he has bequeathed to us—when industry, 
integrity, and a generous heart were all his capital—and reaching to a 
period when he was able and willing to give his thousands to the pro- 
motion of literary, scientific, and charitable objects, I may be permitted 
to express a belief that Boston has lost by his death a citizen of whom 
she had good reason to be proud, and our Society a valued friend whose 
memory we shall ever hold in honor.” 

The President, Dr. John ©. Warren, bore testimony to the great 
value of the bequest of Mr. Brown. 

T. Jackson, O. K. Dillaway, Esq., 
and Prof. J. Wyman, were appointed to report appropriate resolutions
